PARIS.  April  16— Dr  HJalmar 
Schacht,  chief  of  the  Oerman  dele- 
gation to  the  second  Dawes  com- 
mittee,  today  told   his  colleagues 

on  the  committee  that  the  schedule 
of  reparations  annuities  demanded 
by  the  Allied  nations  exceeded  Oer- 
manys  capacity  to  pay.  He  prom- 
ised to  present  figures  of  hla  own 
tomorrow  which  will  be  discussed 
in  connection  with  the  memoran- 
dum presented  by  the  creditor  na- 
tions on  Saturday. 

Dr  Scharhts  stand  was  reported 
in  some  quarters  as  merely  repre- 
senting the  viewpoint  of  the  Oer- 
man Oovemment.  which  was  to  be 
considered  by  the  reparations  ex- 
perts together  with  the  viewpoint 
or  the  Allies,  and  In  other  quarters 
as  a  rejection  of  the  Allied  figures. 

The  attitude  of  the  Oerman  dele- 
gaUon  was  understood  by  some  of 
the  experts  as  Indicating  that  the 
Allied  memorandum  should  be  con- 
sidered as  only  one  step  in  the  ne- 
gotiations. By  this  view,  the  fig- 
ures that  the  Oerman  delegaUon 
will  present  tomorrow  are  intended 
to  enable  the  committee  to  compare 
the  two  sets  of  figures  before  taking 
another  step  forward

NEW  VORK.  April  18 
Atlantic  states  were  raked  today  by 
a  northeast  rainstorm  that  sank 
small  ships  in  harbor,  swept  shore 
bungalows  out  to  sea.  and  held  ocean 
liners  from  completing  their  voyages 

Up  through  Delaware  the  gale 
raged  along  the  New  Jersey  coast, 
through  New  York,  and  up  the  New 
York -Pennsylvania  line,  where  sev- 
eral Inches  of  snow  fell  laat  night, 
and  where  today's  rain  was  Inter- 
spersed with  snow 

Rivers  were  swollen  close  to  Hood 
stage,  the  tide  In  New  York  harbor 
was  four  feet  higher  than  normal 
and  within  a  foot  of  the  top  of  the 
Battery  sea  wall.  It  was  one  of 
the  highest  tides  ever  recorded  by 
the  weather  bureau,  which  said  con- 
tinuance of  the  storm  tomorrow 
might  have  serious  results. 

CARfiO  SUNK 
A  tug  and  two  barges,  one  with  ■ 
1250.000  cargo  of  whale  oil.  Just 
brought  from  the  Antarctic  by  Sir 
James  Clark  Ross,  was  sunk  here 
eighteen  men  being  rescued  from  Uie 
tug  Just  before  its  plunge. 

On  the  New  Jersey  coast,  bulk- 
heads were  torn  away  and  buildings 
undermined,  some  of  them  topplinu 
Into  the  waves  to  float  away  to  sea. 

In  Philadelphia  trees  were  felled 
and  windows  Mown  in.  and  In  Tren- 
ton a  nine-foot  cross  was  hurled  Into 
the  street  from  a  cathedral  spire.

<a>  the   establishment   of  one 
or  more  groups  of  stations  op- 
crated  by  private  enterprise  in 
receipt  of  a  subsidy  from  the 
Government ; 

<b>  the  establishment  and  op- 
eration of  stations  by  a  Gov- 
ernment-owned and  financed 
company; 

<c>  the  establishment  and  op- 
eration of  stations  by  provincial 
governments 

The  commission  will  be  glad  to 
give  its  best  consideration  to  any 
views  on  the  subject  of  this  Inquiry. 
It  should  be  noted,  however,  that 
the  question  of  the  division  of  wave 
lengths  between  Canada  and  the 
United  States  is  not  within  the 
scope  of  this  Inquiry.

THE  MUSICAL  FESTIVAL 


Few  movements  started  here  within  recent 

years  have  attracted  more  public  interest  or 
established  itself  on  a  more  solid  footing  than  the 
Musical  Festival  which  has  now  come  to  be 
looked  forward  to  with  more  and  more  pleasur- 
able anticipation  all  the  time.  The  Festival  is 
now  in  full  swing,  and  Judging  from  the  number 
of  entries,  the  standard  of  the  talent  engaged, 
and  more  Intense  competition  than  ever  before, 
the  event  promises  upon  the  present  occasion  to 
exceed  the^  expectations  of  Its  founders.  Victoria 
has  been  noted  for  many  years  past  as  a  musical 
centre  where  there  is  keen  and  cultured  appreci- 
ation ol  the  art  This  has  been  the  verdict  of  the 
great  artists  who  have  come  here.  Small  as  the 
population  is  this  is  a  fitting  centre  for  an  annual 
festival  of  music  as  results  have  shown  and  as 
they  continue  to  emphasize. 

If  there  Is  anything  to  regret  in  connection 
with  such  a  musical  festival  it  is  that  it  cannot 
be  held  under  the  one  roof.  The  public  can  only 
hear  it  In  parts  and  In  a  spasmodic  way.  because, 
with  so  many  events  and  so  many  entries,  it  is 
necessary  to  hold  competitions  simultaneously  In 
different  buildings.  This  is  a  handicap  which 
could  only  be  overcome  by  having  an  adequate 
building  properly  equipped,  and  by  extending  the 
festival  over  a  longer  period.  Possibly  there  is 
little  hope  of  this  goal  being  reached  for  several 
years,  but  it  Is  an  aim  of  the  future.  The  festival, 
or  any  festival  of  the  kind,  loses  some  of  its  at- 
traction by  the  manner  in  which  it  Is  necessary  to 
dissipate  Its  energies. 

What  Victorians  have  to  congratulate  them- 
lelves  on  more  than  anything  else  Is  the  high 
class  of  musical  talent  found  In  their  midst,  and 
the  high  standard  of  compositions  which  afford 
delectation  to  the  public  on  the  occasion  of  a  mus- 
ical festival.  There  is  evidence  of  an  excellent  taste 
In  the  community,  which  is  all  the  more  satlsfac- 
;ory  in  what  has  become  known  as  a  "Jazz  age." 
The  musical  fraternity,  too.  Is  fortunate  In  se- 
curing excellent  Judges  for  the  festival.  The 
'luhuslasm  which  has  marked  the  organization 
of  the  present  event,  shown  by  tho  number  of 
volunteer  workers  who  have  given  their  services. 
Is  an  augury  of  success  The  competitions,  even 
on  the  opening  day.  are  attracting  larger  audi- 
ences than  last  year,  a  substantial  indication  of 
the  growing  popularity  of  this  annual  event.  Its 
rounders  should  be  proud  of  their  work.

Britain's  Budget  for  the  present,  fiscal  year 
shows  ah  estimated  expenditure  of  C822.584.0OO 
and  an  estimated  revenue  of  £826.690.000.  The 
estimated  surplus  is.  therefore,  £4.000.000.  The 
Conservative  Oovernment  in  Britain  always  esti- 
mates conservatively  so  that  the  likelihood  is.  if 
conditions  continue  to  improve  as  they  arc  im- 
proving, that  the  surplus  will  be  in  excess  of  the 
Chancellor  s  estimate.  The  surplus  realized  on 
last  year's  budget  was  £11. 076,000.  In  the  estimates 
for  the  present  financial  year  the  supply  votes 
come  to  £421.174.000.  The  fixed  debt  charge  is 
£355.000,000  The  supply  estimates  are  Increased 
by  £15.500.000.  which  involves  grants  payable  to 
local  authorities  under  the  rating  scheme  In 
the  campaign  of  economy  practised  by  the  pres- 
ent Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  a  reduction  of 
some  £500.000  has  been  made  in  the  Civil  Service 
votes  There  have  been  reductions  of  £3.500.000  on 
account  of  war  pensions  and  £1.250.000  on  the 
beet  sugar  subsidy. 

In  Britain,  as  in  practically  every  other  coun- 
try, there  Is  an  upward  trend  In  governmental 
expenditures  This  will  maintain,  there  as  else- 
where, until  the  popular  will  becomes  adamant 
on  the  subjoct  of  reductions,  or  else,  until,  as  Mr. 
Churchill  himself  said  In  1925:  "It  Is  only  by  the 
House  of  Commons  making  up  Its  mind  to  fight 
for  a  particular  figure  and  insisting  on  the  re- 
duction below  a  particular  limit  that  the  power- 
ful upward  tendency  of  public  expenditures  can 
be  kept  In  check.''  As  matters  stand  as  soon  as 
the  estimates  are  printed  the  taxpayer  knows 
what  to  expect  even  before  the  votes  are  passed 
by  Parliament.  In  relntlon  to  this  The  London 
Times  said  not  long  ago:  "A  competent  coroner 
Is,  of  course,  eminently  desirable,  but  what  the 
taxpayer  needs  most  Is  an  effective  policeman." 

Taxation  changes  In  the  British  Budget  may 
not  be  very  large  in  their  aggregate  but  they  arc 
of  a  character  which  are  going  to  affect,  and  to 
some  extent  relieve,  the  people  as  a  whole.  The 
duty  of  B  cents  a  pound  on  tea  Is  to  be  repealed, 
which  is  a  measure  of  grace  at  a  time  when  the 
cost  of  living  is  so  consistently  on  the  increase. 
The  betting  tax  Is  repealed  because  it  has  been 
found  so  difficult  to  collect  under  the  bookmak- 
Ing  system  Bookmakers,  however,  will  continue 
to  be  taxed  by  a  £10  licence  duty  and  a  £40  tax 
for  each  office  they  oecpy.  The  tax  through  the 
totallsator  system  of  betting  which  Is  being  put 
Into  force  tn  Britain  will  be  at  the  very  small 
rate  of  one-half  of  one  per  cent  on  the  takings 
In  the  machines.  The  railway  passenger  duty  is 
to  be  repealed  and  the  money  thus  saved  is  to 
be  spent  by  railways  In  modernizing  rail  trans- 
port. There  Is  to  be  relief  or  local  taxes  on  agri- 
cultural land  and  buildings,  and  by  next  October 
relief  for  Industrial  and  transportation  property 
will  go  Into  effect  An  Increase  in  the  grants  for 
roads  'for  new  construction*  Is  foreshadowed 
and  in  the  employment,  on  new  construction  half 
of  the  workers  must  be  drawn  from  the  dis- 
tressed areas  Tni  •  be  a  26  per  cent  reduc- 
tion In  retail  liquor  licences.  On  the  other  hand 
there  Is  a  new  duty  on  brewers,  distillers  and  to- 
bacco manufacturer*  which  will  neutralize  their 
deriving  benefits  under  the  local  Uxr'lu  r 
measure

In  German  circles  outside  of  the 
German  delegation.  Dr.  Schacht's 
statements  were  regarded,  however, 
as  intended  to  show  the  determina- 
tion of  the  German  experts  to  ac- 
cept no  arrangement  unless  further 
reductions  were  made. 

BARGAINING  T%(  Tit  - 

The  truth  was  considered  tonight 
to  lie  between  the  two  Interpreta- 
tions. There  are  good  reasons  for 
believing  that  the  Germans  desire 
above  all  to  do  nothing  to  prevent 
a  settlement.  At  the  same  time 
It  was  held  that  they  were  bound 
for  their  own  prestige  and  for  the 
interest  of  their  country  to  man- 
oeuvre for  the  best  possible  terms. 

The  chief  of  the  German  dele- 
gation told  the  experts  this  morn- 
ing that  Germany's  borrowings 
abroad  since  the  Dawes  plan  went 
into  operation  exceeded  her  pay- 
ments to  the  Allies,  that  there  was 
a  considerable  deficit  in  the  bal- 
ance of  trade  to  her  detriment,  and 
that  altogether  the  annuities  pro- 
posed by  the  Allies  went  beyond 
Germany's  ability  to  pay  without 
1  urther  borrowing. 

The  other  experts  asked  Dr. 
Schecht  If  he  were  satisfied  with 
the  figures  furnished  in  explanation 
of  the  Allied  demandt,  and  if  he 
had  any  suggestions  to  offer  as  to 
further  discussions.  He  replied  that 
he  would  present  his  own  figures 
tomorrow  afternoon. 

It  is  inferred  that  these  figures 
are  in  the  form  of  annuities  al- 
ready drawn  up  by  the  Oerman 
delegation  and  held  in  reserve  for 
the  moment  when  It  would  be  ne- 
cessary to  lay  down  a  definite  pro- 
posal. 

The  bargaining  between  the  vari- 
ous delegations  will  be  in  full  swing 
once  the  German  figures  are  known 
and  it  Is  probable  that  further 
negotiations  will  take  the  form  of 
private  talks  for  a  few  days  at 
least

Moat  common  disorders,  such  as 
fevers,  headaches,  rheumatism  and 
indigestion  arc  brought  on  by  ex- 
cesses of  food  and  usually  disap- 
pear after  the  diet  has  been  ror 
reeled. 

Manv  people  understand  that  the 
body  Is  self-healing  alien  a  rut  is 
Involved,  but  threy  do  not  renlue 
ihat  It  is  also  self- healing  where 
db-ease  Is  concerned  Of  eeoi  . 
one  would  not  espect  a  disease  to 
disappear  unless  the  cause  of  the 
disease  is  removed 

A  tick  man  u-aially  becomes  tick 
because  he  has  weakened  his  body 
by  using  an  excess  of  the  particular 
kind  of  food  of  which  he  is  matt 
fond.  In  all  my  experience  as  a 
dietitian.  I  have  never  felt  the  need 
of  advising  a  patient  to  uae  a  great- 
er quantity  of  nouruhlna  food  as 
long  as  the  foods  he  was  eating 
were  of  the  right  quality 

My  advice  in  almost  everv  disease 
is  to  cut  down  on  the  rich,  so-called 
nourishing  foods  and  to  use  more 
of  the  non- starchy  vegetables  or 
fruits  In  most  eases  when  the  body 
is  free  from  Its  burden  of  excess 
food  it  can  direct  Its  energies  for 
health

It  will  be 
his  first  visit  to  Halifax  in  seventy 
year*  He  is  one  of  the  few  sur- 
viving Mlcmac  Indians  who  gath- 
ered here  on  the  occasion  of  the 
lace  King  Edward  VTI's  visit  to 
Halifax  when  he  was  Prince  ol 
Wales  In  I860  Wllmut  Is  now  103 
years  of  age.  The  other  surviving 
Indians  who  witnessed  the  brilliant 
reception  given  the  royal  visitor 
are:  Jtm  Olode.  ninety-nine,  oi 
Shubenacadle  Reserve;  Joseph 
Howe  Jeremy,  eight  v-eight.  of 
Elmsdale.  and  Mrs.  Madeline  Wil- 
liams, ninety-four,  of  Shubenacadie 
The  Prince  was  so  Impressed  with 
the  affection  shown  him  by  the  In- 
dians that  on  leaving  the  city  he 
handed  Oovernor  Mulgrave  150  for 
distribution  among  them  Wllmut 
still  possesses  one  of  these  sov- 
ereigns. Following  1*  a  copy  of  the 
letter  written  by  the  Oovernor: 
"Ooverrmient  House.  Halifax  Aug- 
ust 6.  1860 

"Sir,  I  have  been  requested  by 
His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Newcastle, 
to  acknowledge  the  address  pre- 
sented by  you  on  behalf  of  the 
Mlcmac  Indian*,  and  to  express  to 
vou  the  satMsfwion  which  It  ac- 
corded I  he  Prince  of  Wales  to  see 
so  many  of  your  tribe  present  on 
the  occasion  of  His  Royal  Highness' 
visit  to  this  city  and  also  to  loyalty 
and  affection  towards  the  Queen 
which  your  address  contained 

"Hi*  Royal  Highness,  before  leav- 
ing the  province,  was  graciously 
pleased  to  plsce  in  my  hand  £50 
sterling  to  be  distributed  among  the 
Indians  preseiu  on  the  occasion  of
